Not one for a settling into a singular 
niche in the entertainment spectrum, 
Richard's cameo roles in a host of cult 
leftfield comedy shows have aligned him 
with zany TV personalities including Tim 
Minchin and Noel Fielding, securing 
panel show roles and the position of 
team captain on Channel 4 hit Was It 
Something I Said? 

It was while studying Law at 
Cambridge University that the high 
achiever rose to President of the 
Cambridge Footlights Club and decided 
to pursue a creative career away from 
the courtroom. Growing up in Suffolk, 
the 36-year-old, who boasts both 
Norwegian and Nigerian ancestry, now 
calls East Dulwich home. 

Yet in a departure from his ensuing 
TV roles, Richard recently spent time 
proving his worth as director. His debut 
feature film, the coming-of-age 
'dramedy' Submarine surrounds 15-year- 
old protagonist Oliver Tate's quest to 
lose his virginity, as well as seeking to 
separate his mum from the potential 
clutches of a hare-brained suitor. 

But this wasn't Richard's first stint at 
directing. Known for his involvement in 
numerous music videos, his ties with The 
Artie Monkeys led to band frontman 
Alex Turner fashioning several original 


songs for the Submarine soundtrack. 
Now, Richard has impressed once again 
in his filmic rendition of Dostoevsky 
novel The Double. It seems like directing 
is a craft that comes naturally. 

T'd directed before I was in The IT 
Crowd and that was the thing I felt I had 
most aptitude for, I guess,' he admits. In 
a way, writing and directing feels more 
like my default setting, rather than the 
exception.' 

Following on from the smaller scale 
production of Submarine , one would think 
working with stars like Mia Wasikowska 
would be intimidating for someone who 
is, essentially, still a rookie director. But 


Richard has a different outlook. 

'In some ways, it's more nerve- 
wracking doing films without actors who 
have been in so much... not because 
Craig Roberts and Yasmin Paige [the 
leads in Submarine ] weren't really good, 
but because in some ways you might 
have a false sense of confidence with 
high profile actors. You've seen these 
actors in stuff and you really like them 
and what they do, but is the reality the 
same? It's a difficult one.' 

So impressed was he with his young 
cast that he re-recruited them for his 
higher-budget second production. The 
Double is at the heart of Richard's dark 
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and stylised adaptation. So what inspired 
this doppelganger production? 

'It's a folkloric tradition, the 
doppelganger. There have been 
doppelgangers in E.T.A. Hoffmann, in 
Poe - I'm never great on my 19th century 
chronology - but what is brilliant about 
The Double is that no-one is bothered by 
the fact that this double exists. 

T suppose it's a bit like the thing 
where you hear of some celebrity who 
couldn't get into a bar and they say 'don't 
you know who I am?!' And the reality is 
that unless someone knows who you are 
you aren't that person. There are two 
people required in that cognition. I think 
it's interesting in terms of how you see 
yourself and how other people see you.' 

Richard himself isn't a celebrity you'd 
see queuing up to secure entry into a 
trendy London nightspot. When he's not 
working, you'll likely to find him reclining 
in a rather more low key setting. Does 
this recluse have a favourite hangout? 


'I guess my house, the place that my 
wife and I live in. East Dulwich is great 
for its green spaces and its nice cafes and 
bars, but when you work away a lot, the 
appeal of sitting down and doing very 
little is, I guess, very great!' 

Sharing a panel with Micky Flanagan, 
fellow East Dulwich resident and 
comedian, how likely is it we'll see the 
pair taking a leisurely stroll around the 
neighbourhood as they prepare for their 
next appearance in front of the cameras? 

'We don't have each other's 
postcodes, so I don't think you'll be 
seeing that particular double act! I know 
he lives in the better part of East Dulwich 
though - he made that very clear to me in 
several conversations,' he says wryly. 
'Micky's a great character and it's always 
fun being around him.' 

But as a man known to collaborate 
artistically with friends, perhaps Richard 
would anoint a fellow comedian to play 
him in the movie of his life. Could Micky 


be in the running, or as casting director, 
is there anyone else in mind to star in 
Richard Ayoade: The Movie? 

'Wow - it would have to be someone 
really down on their luck, because this 
would not be a high budget film.' He 
quips, 'I can't imagine the circumstances 
in which such a film would occur - it 
might be a frightening experience for all 
concerned!' 

If not a professional actor, maybe 
someone from the outside world will 
suffice. But when it comes to choosing 
someone with a striking similarity to 
master the part, Richard opts for a 
completely leftfield candidate. 'Sebastian 
Coe. A lot of people say I look like him,' 
he announces with a poker face. 
Somehow, we're not so sure the Olympic 
director is such a sure fit. 

Jest as he might, if Richard's double 
isn't an absolute doppelganger, it's not 
altogether surprising. After all, when it 
comes to his creative ventures, this is 
someone who holds individuality in the 
highest regard. 'There are so many 
directors I really like. Part of you liking 
them is realising you couldn't be anything 
like them, and that's a really key part of 
succeeding in the entertainment industry. 
You've got to be your own person.'

Stars in your eyes? The places where Michelin recognition 
doesn’t get in the way of a cracking restaurant experience 


T he Michelin Guide. For 

some, entry into this small 
red book is the glittering 
peak of culinary ambition, 
a stellar leap from 

gastronomic wannabe to the edible elite. 
To others, though, it's a tome to avoid, 
a place where thick carpets, gleaming 
glasses and strangely shaped plates take 
precedence over real food. 

Tve wasted far too many hours in 
frigid, hushed temples to supposed good 
taste to be in thrall to these stars; 
restaurants where conversation is 
constantly interrupted by an irksome 
stream of menu explication. And dinners 
where course after course of artful 
artifice, with their smears and towers and 
edible soils, depress rather than delight. 
Give me trattorias and ramen bars, dim 
sum joints and street food carts any day - 
but to write off every Michelin restaurant 
is as idiotic as it is myopic. 

Some of my favourite places in 
London are served up with a star or two. 
Like Locanda Locatelli, Giorgio Locatelli's 
eternally wonderful eponymous gaff, 
where you'll find regional Italian food 
to make the soul sing. Angela Hartnett 
serves up Italian magic at Murano in St 
James, while lunch at Jason Atherton's 
Pollen Street Social still fills me with 
giddy, greedy glee. 

St John, Fergus Henderson's glorious 
paean to real food, is as far removed 
from the Michelin mausoleum as could 
possibly be. Succour and good cheer 
rule here. Galvin La Chapelle is another 
star, high-end French tucker without the 
merest soupgon of pretension. 

Brasserrie Chavot is pure Gallic bliss. 

This month I have...

MANCA 

Still serving up the best 
Neapolitan-style pizza 
(well, Sorrento-style, to 
be precise) in town, 
Giuseppe's Mascoli's 
minute Brixton Market 
restaurant never fails 
to thrill. 


Give me trattorias and 
ramen bars, dim sum 
joints and street food any 
day - but don’t write off 
Michelin restaurants 

just like the lovely Club Gascon. 

Moving west, there's the sublime 
River Cafe, along with Fulham's The 
Harwood Arms, a gastropub that 
happens to sport a Michelin star. No 
foams here. Further south is Chez 
Bruce, Bruce Poole's elegant institution. 
Like all of my favourite Michelin places, 
it has a brilliant chef who's more 
concerned with giving pleasure than 
showing off to his peers. 


Up in the Two Star' constellation, 
things get a little more serious, but at my 
favourites, things are never staid or 
pompous. I'm still dazzled by Brett 
Graham's genius at The Ledbury in 
Notting Hill. The same goes for Ashley 
Palmer Watt's at Dinner By Heston 
Blumenthal, Marcus Wareing At The 
Berkeley (relaunching this month as 
'Marcus'), and Phil Howard at The 
Square. Not forgetting, of course, the 
legendary Le Gavroche, where Michel 
Roux Jr and Monica Galetti never cease 
to thrill. 

So while I refuse to be dazzled by the 
actual concept of Michelin stars, there's 
no question that some of London's great 
restaurants are garlanded with the 
things. At all of these great places, 
the eating always comes first. 



...HAD MY CAKE 

I find it hard to get 
excited about cream 
stuffed cakes and pretty 
patisseries, but I did try 
some of the wares from 
the Parisian influenced 
La Patisserie Des Reves in 
Marylebone, and I have 
to admit, they're pretty 
damn fine.

S lip House in Brixton is no 

ordinary three-storey home. 
Comprised of three simple 
orthogonal boxes placed on top 
of each other with walls made 
from planks of translucent glass, the 
futuristic home of architect Carl Turner 
and his wife Mary is a prototype for 
research into sustainable design. 

The project took 14 months to 
complete and was full of challenges/ 
explains Carl. 'My wife Mary comes 
from Brixton and although I'm from 
Hull, I've lived in London for 25 years. 
We bought a house in the area about 
seven years ago and our plan was to live 
there while we built a sustainable home, 
not only as a project, but to live in/ 

Carl and Mary found a derelict 
garage just behind their home, which 
they knocked down before rebuilding on 
the land. First and foremost though, was 
the issue of planning permission. 

'We didn't know if we would get 
planning permission for our project as it 
was a very unusual, modern looking 
house, and we fell into the trap of 
designing what we thought would get 
through rather than what we really 
wanted to build/ says Carl. 'Eventually 
we decided not to compromise at all and 
stick to our vision for sustainability and 
flexible living. The council approved, and 
I think the fact that our plan included 
completing the rest of the terrace with 
varied but still energy-efficient homes 
was the key to our success.' 

With its stream of sustainable 
credentials, the house is unique in every 
sense of the word. Three simple slipped 


orthogonal box forms break up the bulk 
of the building and give it its striking 
sculptural quality. The top floor is clad in 
translucent glass planks that continue 
past the roof to create a private terrace. 
The house features energy piles, which 
use a solar assisted ground source 
heat pump integrated into the pile 
foundations, a green roof, rainwater 
harvesting, mechanical ventilation with 
heat recovery and underfloor heating. 


'The house had to work hard as it's not 
only our home, but a showcase for the 
practice and it's become a somewhat 
iconic example of what we are about,' 
says Carl. 'It proves that you can have a 
more compact way of living with flexible 
space that works incredibly well and 
reflects how working patterns have 
changed. People work from home much 
more now and homes need to be more 
considerate of that.' 
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It’s incredibly peaceful and calm and the lovely 
big windows make it very light and uplifting. 
People might be in two minds about the outside 
but once they come inside they like it 


The ground floor houses the office 
and kitchen, with the bedrooms above 
and living space on top. The roof 
terrace, which houses a skylight, offers 
an amazing 360° view of London. 

'We live at the top of the house, with 
the bedrooms in the middle and the 
space at the bottom can be used as an 
office or even a studio flat to rent out/ 
explains Carl. We wanted a flexible 
building which can adapt as life 
changes. It's also sustainable financially 
as we can rent out part of the space if 
we ever need to/ 

Carl, who studied at the Royal 
College of Art and has worked with 
Norman Foster, finds himself looking 
globally for his inspiration: Tm 
influenced by housing in Japan where the 
houses are all about light and creating a 
community/ he says. 'Homes tend to be 
open onto the street there and the Dutch 
are very similar. I hope Slip House will 
become more mainstream in the same 
way - we set out to design an exemplary 
house. We're doing what a lot of 
architects have done and using ourselves 
as guinea pigs to see what works.' 

Carl does admit to a few teething 
problems with technical equipment in the 
house, but what's been most successful is 
the quality of light and insulation. 

'One of the benefits of such a well 
insulated, triple-glazed house is that it's 
incredibly peaceful and calm and the 
lovely big windows make it a very light 
and uplifting house,' says Carl. 'People 
might be in two minds about the look of 
the outside, but once they come inside, 
they usually like it.' 


Carl is always keen to employ local 
crafts people to work on his projects: 

'The furniture and kitchen were built in 
by Roy Middleton, a very experienced 
furniture maker from Peckham, who's 
been working with architects in 
Camberwell for years - he's full of energy 
and inspiration/ says Carl. 'And my 
brother Neil, a builder in Blackheath, 
was the site foreman. He instigated 
everything to do with the build. Inside, 
all the plywood is stained using products 
from Mylands in Norwood, where they 
make their own paints, and the composite 
floor is by Lazenby - it's just like the floor 
in the Tate Modern with a lovely surface 
and lots of interesting flourishes. 

'It's an exceptional house to live in 
and we probably take it for granted,' 
says Carl, 'so I'm not sure how I would 


feel about living in an ordinary house 
again. I love the area with Brixton 
Village on our doorstep so if we did ever 
move, I don't think it would be too far 
away. Although my next project, a 
beautiful sustainable house with sea 
views in Dorset, is giving me a severe 
case of house envy at the moment.'

Floor it 

Flooring is under the spotlight like never 
before. A shoddy shag pile simply no longer 
cuts the mustard.

'If you have expectations that it's going 
to last some 10 years then obviously you 
can't really look at the cheaper end,' says 
Gary. 'Those products are going to wear out 
quickly. If you need something to make the 
house more attractive so it can sell, then you 
can go for the cheaper option because it 
doesn't necessarily have to last that long.' 

It's also important to remember that 


different styles of flooring will give your 
house a different vibe. A carpet will warm 
up your house and make it feel cosy, 
whereas hardwood floors are colder, but 
can give your home a classic look that won't 
date and will add value to your house.' 

For those who like to stay at the 
forefront of interior design, hardwood floors 
will always provide a sleek, contemporary 
look, but carpets are making a comeback. 
Opt for dependable neutrals like greys and 
heathers, or go bold with statement stripes. 

The most important thing to remember 
with flooring is value for money: 'There's 
certain material for every market, and you 
need to know what your expectations are,' 
says Gary. 'We can work within set budgets, 
but a cheap carpet is always going to 
disappoint, so we try to guide people in 
the right direction towards quality floors.'

Space makers 

It's not always necessary to move when 
you need more space, but extending 
your home is a heck of a project to take 
on, and how can you be sure you're 
adding value to your home? Before 
considering any work, always check 
whether you need planning permission. 
A good architect or building company, 
such as Sydenham-based Dickens, will 
do this for you, starting with a free 
appraisal to fully explore your options. 

'As part of our design consultation, 
we liaise with local planners to see if the 
plans are feasible,' says Sean Ryan, 
Projects Director for Dickens.

'They 
might appear initially expensive, but 
they are a great way to create space, and 
creating an additional floor generally 
outweighs the cost of the works. They're 
not suitable for all houses though.' 

Building works are an expensive 
undertaking, so how can you be sure 
that you are adding value to your house?

Our neck of the woods is chock full of 
gorgeous, period housing stock, but those 
original sash windows are notoriously 
difficult to maintain, especially if your 
property is listed. Fortunately, Crystal 
Palace-based Premier Windows has a lot of 
experience in this area.

WHAT DOES MADE BY 
TOM BRUCE LTD DO? 

I design and build free-standing and 
fitted furniture - wardrobes, shelving, 
tables, chairs - to commission. Each 
piece is unique and designed 
specifically with the needs of the client 
and the space in mind. I have recently 
started collaborating with David 
Marsden, a National School of 
Furniture graduate. 

WHAT SETS YOUR BUSINESS 
APART? 

The design, quality and finish of the 
work and the fact that I make each 
piece from scratch in the workshop. 

WHAT’S A TYPICAL DAY 
AT WORK FOR YOU? 

Each day is different. The workshop 
can get cold in the winter so I'll start 
off by lighting the stove to warm the 
place up. I might spend part of the day 
working on designs, speaking with 
clients or ordering timber, but my 
favourite part is the making. At lunch, 
we usually cook something on the stove 
or swing by the French cafe down the 
road. After a long day I can often be 
found in the Herne Tavern with a pint! 



WHAT ARE YOU CURRENTLY 
WORKING ON? 

At the moment I'm just finishing off a 
sewing table commissioned as a 21st 
birthday present. Eve used Douglas Fir 
to match the reclaimed drawers supplied 
by the client. I've worked very closely 
with the client to create an heirloom that 
can be handed down through the family 
for generations to come. 

WHAT’S ONE OF YOUR 
FAVOURITE EVER PIECES? 

I really like a walnut walking stick I was 
asked to make that I fitted to a bronze 


dog's head handle the client had found 
buried in their garden. But I think my 
favourite piece is a cherry wood drinks 
cabinet integrated into a wall of 
shelving I made recently. The doors 
have a really smooth action on gas 
springs and inside the cupboard is 
backlit with glass shelves for the 
champagne flutes. It looks fabulous and 
Tm confident it's going to give years 
of pleasure. I want one at my house! 

WHAT DO YOU ENJOY MOST 
ABOUT BEING A CABINET 
MAKER? 

I love working with wood and the fact 
that no two pieces are the same. Each 
job brings a fresh challenge. The most 
satisfying aspect of the work is creating 
something with the client. I love it 
when we both get excited by an idea 
and make it happen. 

WHAT DO YOU DO WHEN YOU 
ARE NOT MAKING FURNITURE? 

I have an eight-week old daughter so 
at the moment it's mainly giving her 
cuddles and changing nappies!

THE GRAND UNION 

The Grand Union in Brixton has, to 
me, always been the pub to head to 
when the sun's shining - the beer 
garden is huge. But now there's good 
reason to head over whatever the 
weather - the new cocktail menu. 

Among the couldn't-be-without- 
them mojitos and martinis - and a very 
good cosmopolitan - are tobacco- 
infused cocktails and fun combinations 
of fizz and candy floss. The Mint Julep 
is a good smoking jacket and armchair 
drink (Jim Beam bourbon, mint and 
sugar served in a mini Boston tin), as is 
its classic friend, the Perfect Storm 
(Kraken spiced rum with fresh lime juice 
and bitters floated on ginger beer). 

But my tastes lean more towards 
the fizz end of the spectrum. The 
Cherry Thyme Fizz (Prosecco infused 
with thyme and cherry puree, served 
with glace cherries pierced with a sprig 
of thyme), is a refreshing easy drinker, 
and the Candy Floss Fizzer is a lot of 
fun (a glass of Prosecco furnished with 
candy floss and popping candy). We 
also tried the Toblerone (milk and 
honey with Frangelico, Amarula and 
Tia Maria, dusted with chocolate) - a 
hint of the White Russian about it but 
a great way to round off cocktail hour.

M y Mend hates the word 'brunch'. 

'It's just a late, lazy, breakfast', she 
says, 'so just call it breakfast.' A 
fair point, but I'm afraid she's just going to 
have to get used to it because I intend to 
eat brunch at Rabot 1745 in Borough 
Market as often as I can. Not only do they 
poach a mean egg, every dish on the menu 
is influenced by the cacao bean. 

The Rabot Estate, established in 1745 in 
Saint Lucia, was restored back to its full 
glory a few years ago by the founders of 
Hotel Chocolat. They loved it so much they 
opened a hotel there, and now we're lucky 
enough to have the restaurant, Rabot 1745, 
here in London too, with its killer brunch. 

Seated by the window on the first floor, 
where we could watch the crowds buzzing 
about the market, we were immediately 
furnished with water and coffee, before 
our wonderfully chirpy waitress explained 
the menu to us. I knew it was chocolate- 
centred, but wasn't sure how this was 
going to work with my bacon and eggs. 

'Think of it more as a spice,' she said, 
as she crushed a cacao nib, 'you can just 
eat it by itself, or add it to your dish.' 

To the menu. My eye immediately fell on 
the words 'mackerel ganash', but it's hard 
to shift the thought of molten chocolate 
running everywhere. It doesn't. The 
smoked mackerel ganache with spinach 
and poached eggs is utterly delicious. The 


mackerel certainly takes on a chocolatey 
hue, blended with caramelised red onions 
and cacao nibs, and served on homemade 
toasted cacao nib bread. My friend had 
the pecan and cacao-glazed bacon with 
blackened tomatoes and poached eggs, 
again served on toasted cacao nib bread. 
We also Med the banana bread, served 
warm with cacoa nib butter and 
homemade hazelnut chocolate spread. 
More of that please. 

Things got even more fabulous when 
the breakfast martini (gin, marmalade, 
lemon, dry vermouth) and fresh cacao 
bellini (Prosecco with tangy cacao pulp) 
arrived. Decadent, yet very necessary.

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Janelle Butterfield looks at why the Caribbean island of Barbados is fast 
becoming a second home for those wanting a little piece of paradise 


W hile the West Indies 
have long enjoyed a 
strong tourist trade 
thanks to the balmy 
temperatures and 

flawless beaches, Barbados is unique in 
its pull, with many guests staying longer 
each year - sometimes never to return 
home. Regularly in the headlines as 
everyone from Cara Delevingne to 



Simon Cowell soak up island life, it 
seems even those who travel far and 
wide keep returning to this haven. 

After an eight-hour hop across the 
Atlantic, it's not hard to see why. 
Arriving on the island we're instantly 
met with 28 degree heat, the famous rum

punch and a signature warm, Bajan 
greeting. It's a short transfer to our villa, 
where views of the Caribbean ocean 
stretch for miles. Sitting on the west 
coast, the Royal Westmoreland resort is 
set amongst 750 acres, with homes 
tucked away into discreet enclaves 
providing a sense of privacy across the 
manicured lawns and a sprawling 7,045 
yard golf course. With a growing ex-pat 


community and endless sunshine, over 
20 % of owners now live here all year 
round as the resort has fast become 
a go-to for investors. 

Once acclimatised (just add more rum 
punch), one of the best ways to see 
Barbados is by boat, providing 
picturesque views of the colourful 
coastline and the country's natural 
wildlife. Setting sail on the Silver Moon 
Catamaran, our first stop is a quiet bay 
where turtles swim freely amongst the 
snorkelers, and schools of brightly 
coloured fish teem amongst shipwrecks, 
before mooring alongside a secluded 
beach for a fresh lunch provided by 
our fantastic crew. 

Just 21 miles long and 14 miles wide, 
Barbados, or 'Little England' as it's 
affectionately nicknamed, is an ideal 
place to explore tropical terrain or 
simply indulge in home comforts; 
tourists can drive along the rugged east 
coast to see some of the natural 
landscape or head into Hole Town to 
peruse the designer boutiques and bars. 
If it's rum you're after - and you will be

on arrival - the Mount Gay Rum Tour 
offers a historical background of the 
country's greatest export, complete with 
a tasting session that'll leave you 
positively horizontal. 

Granted independence in 1966, the 
Queen is head of state here, and there's 
a strong British influence, not least of all 
in the food (just try the bread and butter 
pudding). The Cliff has long been 
heralded as offering some of the island's 
finest cuisine, marrying stunning views 
of the coastline with five star service and 
a fantastic selection of British-inspired 
dishes with a Caribbean twist. Further 
south. Art Deco-inspired Cin Cin has 
become the relaxed choice for 
contemporary Mediterranean dishes - 
and you might even spot a turtle 
swimming by. All too aware of the 
culinary delights, we hit the on-site gym, 
where a morning work-out makes way 
for more rum punch and classic sweet 
potato pie at the resort's Rum Shak. 

One thing you can't help but notice 
wherever you are in Barbados is the 
great sense of humour and welcoming

nature of islanders. There's affection for 
Brits amongst Barbadians, who are 
always happy to stop and chat.
